Eloquent and Touching Opinion from 
Chancellor Woolley. 



The divorce case of Lucy Gray vs. Wm. M. Gray, 
In the Chancery Court, has excited considerable 
comment In consequence of some of Its peculiar 
features, and the opinion rendered by Chancel- 
lor Woolley has given It more than usual promi- 
nence. The opinion Is peculiar, too. It has few 
or none of the dry old phrases common to the 
edicts of courts, and Is comparatively a novel 
piece of work. It embraces all the facts ln the 
case, and we give It here entlfe: 

LOUISVILLE CHAXCERT COURT.

This case exposes and Illustrates the Judicial 
error ln granting divorce* for trivial or unde- 
nted causes. 

At tbe nrst reading of the voluminous recjrd I 
thought that, contrary to my Idea of ethical rules 
and civil policy, I should be lorced to separate 
two people who had agreed to live together by 
every bond that Is sanctioned by all laws which 
men obey. 

An earnest and able appeal In the written ar- 
gument by the young and worthy counsel for the 
defendant Induced a second reading of the re- 
cord, and the case is altogether different from 
that \.-hlch I thought It was. I see It now. 

Iu March, IHtitS, a marriage was solemnized be- 
tween two young people of good standing In so- 
cial life. The husband was a physician, not 
more than twenty-live years old, and commanded 
an unusually large practice for one of that age. 

He wa-C remarkable for his Industry, thrift, 
generosity, and religious habits. 

The young counsel, who has defended him sq 
ably ln this case, was his school-mate, and I lav 
much stress upon his earnest statement that the 
defendant was a man tv fellow while at school. 

The respected minister of the church of which 
the defendant was a member declares that he 
was and Is a gentle Chrtrtlan, and a good citizen. 

Six or eight witnesses of undoubted character 
testify fully to the excellence of the defendant as 
a man, and to his Just conduct as a husband. 
Looking at him simply thiough the testimony of 
bis witnesses, he not only does not deserve a 
shameful decree divorcing him from the wife 
whom he says he still loves, but he Is an exam- 
ple for many husband* to follow.

Her father was a gentle- 
man In social rank, and possessing a comfortable 
estate of aeventy-flve or one-huudred thousand 
dollars. She received an excellent eduoatloD, 
and all her witnesses, not less than ten, describe 
h< r as gentle, tender, and lovlug. 

The two young people married, worthy then, 
ana with a future which seemed propitious. The 
husband had the consent of his family, and the 
wile more thau the approbation of hers, for her 
brother took an active part to secure the alli- 
ance. 

They had but one child, that lived long enough 
for the father and mother to see thetr Images re- 
flected from a common object of mingled love. 

Scarcely two years had passed before the wife 
tiled her hill ln this court, charging that her hus- 
band was cruel and Inhuman, and praying that 
the bonds by which they were united might be 
broken forever. 

The husband answered and declared that he 
1 alwavs loved his wife, and that he could not be 
cruel to her. 

Her witnesses, not less than ten In number, 
prove that he was cruel, lnhumaD, and mean, 
und that she was faithful, suffering, patient, and 
tender. 

His witnesses, almost as numerous, prove that 
he was affectionate, attentive, laborious, and 
loving his wife above all things; and that she 
was a petulant, quarrelsome, and In? upportablo 
termagant- 

Two of them go so far as to say that she wav- 
ed a white handkerchief from her window to al- 
lure young men on the street. 

How Is this? 

The answer Is easy. The husband was not 
cruel and Inhuman. The wife was not petulant 
or quarrelsome, and the story of the white hand- 
kerchief should not have heen foisted by family 
passion Into the record, because It Is false. 

Had these two people been allowed to live and 
love together they would still be faithful to the 
vows they offered, which received a sanction 
bluher than tbaf given by human law. 

All /ter witnesses who prove anything are her 
family, her physician, her family friends, or the 
enemies of her husband’s family. 

All of bis are of exactly fhe saute character. 

Each family seemed to think it was Us right 
and duty to govern aud control plaintiff and de- 
fendant, or to make them hate each other and 
then separate. I never knew two stronger swear- 
ers than the brother of the plalutlff and the 
brother of the defendant. 

The tribes became hostile, and these two peo- 
ple, so youug, aud so bound by every thing to 
make man and woman love each other, became 
the objects which were used to gratiry ramlly 
rivalry, bate, and spile. 

Aud now, without crime, but merely misgnld- 
< d, with affections withered, vows bro en, and 
the future blackened, I am invoked to perpetu- 
ate thlssbatne, and let the man go marry another 
woman, and let the woman go niarrv another 
man. 1 will not do It. 

And l have not given the onlv reason. 

The civil law Is supreme on this bench. If the 
Chancellor believe ln ether laws which conflict 
with and are superior to the civil law, he must 
abandon his opinions or his place. This is a 
place solely for human justice according to hu- 
man law. 

But If discretion be allowed— and In eases of 
llvorce the Chancellor has large discretion— then 
all laws can be consulted which elevate mankind 
and advance moral civilization— under such cir- 
cumstances what he thinks becomes the law of 
the case. 1 have my views, aud, uot now wholly 
fettered by merely human statutes, I wfH enforce 
them to the honor of society. 

Throughout the civilized world gieat temples 
have beeu erected und consecrated to the en- 
forcement of a creed which declares that there 
are other laws besides human which govern the 
sacred contract of mat rlage. if 1 were to declare 
that creed to be true, I should go beyond my 
business. Were I to deny that It is true, 1 should 
be unlit for this place. But manv wiser and 
better than I believe It, and 1 must be careful 
lest I offend a law higher than that administered 
ln this court, and usurp a Jurisdiction higher 
than mine. Better to be caretul In tearing 
asunder bonds which may be suable elsewhere. 

To dismiss ibis suit might not be right. The 
proper course to take Is to leave a b>cus ij eniten- 
tiev. 

This Is the spring, and If they will go to the 
grave or their dead child they will flnd llowers 
there, and flowers suggest forgiveness and love. 
They may yet obliterate from the past all that 
was palntul, and obtain from the future all that 
was so brightly promised. 

Let the case go to the Buies.

The Reopening; of »n Old quarry, ansi 
B'hal was Found. 

The Springfield corresiM>ndeut of the 
, Missouri Republican, referring to the open- 
ing; of the old stone quarry on the Sanga- 
mon river, at Carpenters mill, says: 
“Many years ago, as the tradition runs, a 
venerable citizen, named Andy McCormick, 
delved among the sand stone of Sangamon 
river, and thence wrought nnd brought to 
town superior grindstones. Fragments of 
these still remain. Nobody, however, sup- 
posed that good building stone abounded 
in this vicinity, and not until the question 
of procuring material for the superstruc- 
ture of the new courthouse was agitated 
was public attention directed to this old 
but forgotten quarry. It is situated about 
five miles north of this city: the quality of 
the stone is equal to the Berea or Cleve- 
land marble, aud its quantities inexhausti- 
ble. Present investigations prove that 
the stratum of rock is from twelye to fif- 
teen feet above the bed of the river, of a 
clear, lively gray color, of firm texture, aud 
some 35 feet thick. Specimens are now 
beiug subjected to appropriate analysis and 
tests of pressure, anu the opinions of the 
most expert concur that it will afford the 
necessary material for the construction of 
the new capitol. If so, the saving to the 
State in the item of transportation alone 
will not be less than $300,000. It seems 
to have been providentially reserved for 
this juncture to briug the material to the 
surface." ‘
